The WORLD AFFAIRS CENTER for the United States* is a service center for 
civic and other private organizations, educational institutions, and communities 
throughout the U.S. Its purpose is to encourage and assist them in the develop- 
ment of programs for citizen understanding and activity in world affairs. It is 
a private, nonprofit, nonpartisan organization, founded in 1957, by the Foreign 
Policy Association, in cooperation with the Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace. 


It acts as a clearing house for information about programs, materials, 
research and other services. The Center's facilities also include a Book and 
Pamphlet Department, with a unique cross-section d publications in English on 
world affairs and foreign policy; an Audio-Visual Department which lists, dis- 
tributes and shows documentary films from many sources; an auditorium, conference 
room and a public exhibit area. 





INTERCOM is based on the same set of beliefs, which led to the es- 
tablishment of the World Affairs Center itself; that it is possible and sensible to 
learn from the experience of others; that ideas rubbing against one another tend 
to strike sparks; that our national strength was born of and is safeguarded by 
diversity of people and of voices; that there is a rich vein of willingness and 
capacity in the American people to respond to the difficult new demands of life 


on a dangerously divided planet, once the facts and alternatives are before them. 


INTERCOM is an instrument for the exchange of information about what 
people are doing to learn, teach, consider or influence what is going on in the 


world. 


Some of them are working in civic organizations, some in schools and 
universities, some in government information offices, some in international 
organizations, some in business and industry both in labor and management. All 
should be helped by concise and timely information about what the others are 
doing and what resources of materials, services and cooperation are available 


to help them in their chosen jobs. 


We are confident that this regular exchange can greatly extend the reach, 
impact, and even the ambition of many world affairs programs and help to in- 


crease the flow of facts and the discussion of alternatives necessary for wise 
public judgment.

"A Report on Community Services to International Visitors in Twenty-five 
Large American Cities" has been issued by the recently-organized BUREAU FOR COM- 
MUNITY SERVICES TO INTERNATIONAL VISITORS. By collecting and circulating basic 
information about the organization and services of various community-wide groups 
throughout the country, now providing program services and hospitality to inter- 
national visitors, the Bureau hopes to encourage the development of new community 
groups and to enrich the program of all. 


This initial survey covers hospitality centers in Albany, Albuquerque, Ann 
Arbor, Baltimore, Boston, Buffalo, Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Dallas, Denver, 
Detroit, Hartford, Houston, Kansas City, Los Angeles, Louisville, Milwaukee, Min- 
neapolis, New York, Philadelphia, Phoenix, Pittsburgh, San Francisco and Washington. 
It reports that the centers vary widely in auspices and methods. 


About one-third of the centers were established exclusively to work with in- 
ternational visitors; the majority combine this function with other world affairs 
activities. 


The majority of centers surveyed can assume full responsibility for a visitor's 
program including professional appointments and institutional visits. All arrange 
for home hospitality. While the survey is concerned primarily with services for 
short-term visitors, it was found that most centers also provide programs for for- 
eign students and other resident foreigners.

NEW ORGANIZATION 
The INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION AD- 


MINISTRATION has established a new Of- 
fice for Private Enterprise to assist 


‘and encourage U.S. business in other 


countries. Aiming at increased eco- 
nomic assistance and technical co- 
operation, the ICA is responding to a 
congressional directive in the 1959 
Mutual Security Act. The new office 
will work closely with the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce, the Development Loan 
Fund and the Export-Import Bank. As 
one of its principle instruments, it 
will utilize the ICA's Investment Guar- 
anty Program. Edwin H. Arnold, former 
deputy director for ICA technical serv- 
ices, will head the new office. 





PROGRAMS 


The second annual MAXWELL INSTI- 
TUTE ON AMERICAN OVERSEAS OPERATIONS 
will be held from August 10-28 at 
Syracuse University. Described as a 
"new experiment in education and 
training,” the Institute is designed 
for: policy making and advanced ad- 
ministrative personnel in government, 
business, philanthropic and religious 
agencies; technical experts scheduled 
for overseas assignments; teachers 
and training officers concerned with 
preparation of personnel for overseas 
service. 


The limited-enrollment course 
will offer intensive training in such 
areas as “American foreign policy and 
administration, the Soviet challenge, 
culture patterns and social change, 
problems of econoric development and 
the American heritage at home and 
abroad.” Inquiries may be directed to 
Prof. Gerard J. Mangone, Director of 
the Maxwell Institute.

The Common Council for American 
Unity and the American Federation of 
International Institutes have merged 
to form the AMERICAN COUNCIL FOR 
NATIONALITIES SERVICE. The new, com- 
bined organization will carry forward 
the services of the two parent groups, 
developing expanded services, both to 
immigrants and to the American com- 
munities who help them. 


In addition to its practical aid 
to immigrants, the organization seeks 
to foster “an appreciation of each 
ethnic group in our population and the 
acceptance of all citizens as equal 
partners in American life," public 
interest in sound, humanitarian and 
non-discriminatory immigration and 
naturalization policies, "people-to- 
people contacts, intercultural re- 
lations and international understand- 
ing," as well as “effective use of the 
varied origins of the American people, 
especially in the struggle for peace 
and a free world"

The AMERICAN FRIENDS OF VIETNAM has announced a series of lectures on Vietnam 
at three American universities--Brandeis, Michigan State and Seton Hall--covering 
the country's history, government, economy and culture, by visiting Vietnamese and 
American experts. The organization, a private nonprofit group, conducts a program 
which includes conferences, publications, aid to Vietnamese students and other 
educational and cultural activities aimed to promote closer ties between the peoples 
of Vietnam and the United States.

The new INTERNATIONAL SCHOOL OF AMERICA, a nonprofit secondary school, offers 
to high school seniors or graduates who wish to postpone college for a year, a 
regular accredited (New York Board of Regents and Ohio Department of Education) 
curriculum to be undertaken during the course of eight months' travel around the 
world. In the 13 countries where the School will spend varying periods of time, 
the 37 students will live with English-speaking nationals; their studies will be 
integrated, as opportunity affords, with field activities of the United Nations 
and the specialized agencies. The group will include scholarship students from 
Japan, Egypt, France and England. Five teachers comprise the traveling faculty. 
Tuition, including transportation, is $4650.00. Several scholarships are available 
to U.S. students.

A New INTERCOM Feature 


"In interviews with about 470 persons across the United States cor- 
respondents of The New York Times found general confidence that the 
Berlin issue would be settled by negotiation rather than by war. One 
hundred eighty-five of those interviewed, or about 39 per cent did 
not know that Berlin was an enclave in Communist East Germany about 
100 miles from the West German border.... 





"The spot check, made in urban, suburban and rural areas, also sug- 
gested the following conclusions: 


"The American people are concerned but not frightened, ill-in- 
formed but trustful of the Administration and particularly of the 
President, nonpartisan in their approach and confident that somehow 
this crisis will pass... 

"Teen agers and college students--those who would have to enter 
the armed services--are better informed and more concerned than their 
elders. 

"Finally, there seems to be a feeling in the nation that modern 
policy issues like Berlin, disarmament and the state of the armed 
forces are too complicated for popular understanding and therefore 
must be left to the experts..." 


These excerpts from a special Times study of public opinion on the Berlin 
crisis provide a useful introduction to a new INTERCOM feature: a brief listing 
of current books, articles and speeches, headed In the News. In this issue, the 
subject of In the News is Berlin;in other issues, other subjects, as they come 
to the forefront of public attention. 








These lists will be much too short to be useful to scholars or to policy 
makers and offer few temptations to those who are ready to trust their lives, their 
fortunes and their sacred honor to the care of anonymous “experts." We hope, how- 
ever, they will be useful to those citizens--statistically few but of immeasurable 
importance--who feel they must continue to try for some understanding of events 
shaping not just the abstract future of history, but the concrete conditions of 
their own private lives.

have reached far beyond the Council itself into the regional commissions, function- 

al commissions, special bodies and specialized agencies operating within the ECOSOC 
rbit. 

These reports give a much larger view of the economic and social impact of the 

UN than a simple reading of the severely limited powers conferred upon the Council 


UN Charter: to recommend, to report, to call for reports and conferences, 


to draft conventions and to initiate negotiations. 


There have always been differences of opinion among contemporaries as to where 
the forces of the future are germinating. Not so long ago, while the world was 
watching the chancelleries, the whole task of diplomacy was being altered in the 
laboratories. So it should not be too surprising that while the documentation of 
the UN's economic and social programs and discussions each year can be measured in 
tones, its coverage in the daily press can be measured in inches. 


On the other hand, ECOSOC's continuing agenda can be summed up as "the revolu- 
tion of rising expectations," and many people believe that the power generated by 
this revolution will match, in its power to induce change, any of the technological 
developments now engaging so much of our attention.

UNITED NATIONS - OFFICE OF PUBLIC INFORMATION: 


The OFFICE OF PUBLIC INFORMATION of the United Nations, responsible for pro- 
viding information services about all UN activities, through all of the member 
countries in many languages, with a severely limited budget, relies heavily on the 
printed word, films and radio and on the cooperation of member governments and non- 
governmental organizations for general public education on its activities. Materials 
prepared and distributed by specialized agencies are also distributed through the 
UN's O.P.I. and its information centers around the world. 


At UN Headquarters the Visitors Services section of the Office of Public 
Information... 

distributes tickets for public UN meetings, 

arranges for group visits to UN meetings, 

runs regular hour-long briefings seven days a week, 

arranges special briefings, on request, whenever possible, 
for student, teacher and other organized adult groups, 

conducts guided tours (fees from $.50-$1), 

provides briefings on subjects under consideration in UN 
bodies to accredited representatives of national and 
international nongovernmental organizations. 


The UN Bookshop, open seven days a week, handles official UN publications. 
For mail orders, the official distribution center for UN publications and documents 
is the INTERNATIONAL DOCUMENTS SERVICE, Columbia University, but the UN Bookshop 
does respond to mail orders, whenever possible.

The Public Inquiry Unit will answer, or refer to appropriate sources, re- 
quests for information about UN activities, but heavy demands on this service 
make it desirable to use it only after the information of libraries and other 
sources, many of which are listed below, have been exhausted.

DELEGATIONS : 


U.S. Mission to the UN 

The Mission maintains a public affairs office which, in addition to general 
services to mass media, services a mailing list (individual names added on request) 
with texts of twenty to thirty major speeches per year by U.S. representatives in 
the UN bodies, including ECOSOC. 





The U.S. Mission will also try to arrange briefings on U.S. policy in the UN, 
on request from groups planning organized visits to the UN, but this activity is 
necessarily limited by the official demands upon the time of the members of the 
Delegation. 


The same severe limitation applies to the ability of the U.S. Mission to 
arrange for speaking engagements for U.S. officials, but a certain number of such 
arrangements are made throughout the year, both in the general area of UN head- 
quarters and in other parts of the country. 


National Delegations to the UN 

Although there is an official permanent representative to the UN for each 
member nation, at times ambassadors to the United States also fill the UN post. 
Delegations of over seventy countries have regular offices in New York, ranging 
in size from one man operations to full scale embassies with regular information 
services. The monthly publication of the UN, Permanent Missions to the United 
Nations, contains up-to-date listings of UN delegations. 
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Most delegations will make available texts of major speeches by their repre- 
sentatives presenting official governmental positions on issues before the UN, 
and the larger delegations are receptive to requests for speakers and for briefings 
at UN headquarters, within the limits of staff facilities. 


Addresses of the 18 delegations to ECOSOC can be found on pp.37-38. Six of the 
18 are replaced each year, and the five major powers have been elected each time. 


NONGOVERNMENT Ai. ORGANIZATIONS 


Almost every civic group carrying on any world affairs programs includes some 
attention to the UN and to the UN's programs in the economic and social field. 
Sixty of these organizations which maintain observers at the UN are associated in 
the CONFERENCE GROUP OF U.S. NATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS ON THE UNITED NATIONS. 


A brochure listing participating organizations and describing 
some of their joint activities is available from the World Affairs 
Center. 


The Conference Group does not deal, as such, with individual members of the 


general public but works through its member organizations to increase public 
understanding of the UN. 


Among the great diversity of organizations represented, each one concentrates 
on those aspects of the UN's program closest to its own organizational interests. 


Among them there are several organizations with a primary interest in UN af- 
fairs, disseminating information about the work of ECOSOC. 


They are: 


The AMERICAN ASSOCIATION FOR THE UNITED NATIONS is a national membership or- 
ganization, with chapters and state organizations throughout the country, which 
distributes information about the UN, "advocates those policies which will make 
U.S. membership effective in the UN" and "studies constantly those ways in which 
the UN can evolve to meet the needs of our ever changing world."

"Speakers Notes," a digest of current information on the UN 
for speakers," with a list of recommended readings and lists of 
films on UN subjects is issued by SPEAKER SERVICES FOR THE UN, which 
operates under the auspices of the AAUN.

Planned particularly to meet the special interests of the busines 
community, much of the "Factsheet" is devoted to the economic and 
social programs of the UN. 
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The UNITED STATES COMMITTEE FOR THE UN is a privately supported citizens' or- 
ganization whose chairman is appointed annually by the President of the United States. 
Working through 123 voluntary national organizations, the Committee was founded 
in response to a United Nations General Assembly Resolution, sponsored by the United 
States, which declared ". . . that October 2th shall henceforth be called ‘United 
Nations Day' and shall be devoted to making known to the people of the world the 
aims and achievements of the United Nations and to gaining their support for the 


work of the United Nations." 


The Committee does not take stands on political issues, 


nor does it attempt to influence legislation in any way.

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INTERNATIONAL NONGOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS 


Under Article 71 of the UN Charter "the Economic and Social Council may make 
suitable arrangements for consultation with nongovernmental organizations which 
are concerned with matters within its competence." 


In granting consultative status to NGOs, ECOSOC makes a distinction between 
those organizations with a basic interest in most of the activities of the Council 
(Category A) and those with a special competence but concerned with only a few of 
the Council's activities (Category B). In addition, a number of organizations are 
placed by the Council on a register for ad hoc consultations. There are ten organi- 
zations in Category A, 112 in Category B and 202 on the Register. 





Category A Consultative Status entitles its beneficiaries: 


1) to propose to the ECOSOC Committee on Nongovernmental Organi- 
zations the placing of items of special interest on the provisional 
agenda of the Council, 

2) to submit written statements, 

3) to make statements directly before the ECOSOC or an appropriate 
committee , 

4) and, to propose items for inclusion of the provisional agenda of 
commissions.
